THE WATER FAMINE.

H.E. the ActinG GovERNOB has courteously 
informed us that every effort is being made to 
supply the public with fresh water. The scenes 
whioh are daily enacted are pitiful, and the 
results of the water famine in this colony 
will be most disastrous from 8 sanitary view 
unless’ providence or a burst of real official 
energy: intervenes. The present state of 
affairs is without a precedent in tho. history 
of the -colony; it is a disgrace to our 
past administration and will, it is trusted, 
never be allowed by the commnonity to 
ocour again.
